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Remarks 

Claims 1-20 were originally filed in the present application. Pursuant to a restriction 
requirement, claims 19 and 20 were previously canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 
1-6 were also previously canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, and new claims 21-28 were 
also previously added. Consequently, claims 7-18 and 21-28 are currently pending in the present 
application. 

In response to the current species election requirement, Applicant currently elects the 
species of a cell coupled to a support member surface. Claims 7-18 and 21-28 are readable on 
the elected species, and claims 21-26 are considered generic. 

Additionally, it is noted that the Examiner described the non-elected species as the 
"species of a cell coupled to a chip." In this context, Applicant respectfully notes that claim 21 
recites "a power cell . . . coupled directly to at least one of the integrated circuit die and the 
electrode body." Accordingly, embodiments within the scope of claim 21 include embodiments 
in which the power cell is coupled directly to the integrated circuit die but not to the electrode 
body, embodiments in which the power cell is coupled directly to the electrode body but not to 
the integrated circuit die, and embodiments in which the power cell is coupled directly to the 
integrated circuit die and the electrode body. 
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Conclusion 



It is believed that all matters in the current Office Action have been addressed, and that 
claims 7-18 and 21-28 are allowable. Consequently, an early formal notice of allowance of 
claims 7-18 and 21-28 is respectfully requested.
